The e xtent of aid and service given 
by the Social Service League during 
the past year is shown in the report 
submitted by Mrs. Eber Reynolds, sec­ 
retary of the organization 
Through 
the increasing interest of the city 
organization and individuals the work 
of the League has 
extended. 
The 
pqpr of the city have been given un­ 
limited benefits by the organization 
and additional help has been employed 
to take care of the growing service. 
The following is the report which^ 
was read at the annual banquet and 
m eeting held at the Cham fer of Com­ 
merce by the workers of the League, 
Monday night:

The Secretary made *95 visits and 
investigations 
in the homes: 31 to 
Probate Judge’s office; 20 to County 
Commissioners: 5 to trustees and sev­ 
eral to police office Figures do not 
lie yet they do not tell the whole truth. 
In these visits are these problems pre­ 
sented; 
Illness, 38: widows, 8; trunaey, 4; 
unemployment, l l ; burned oqt, 2; de­ 
sertions. 4; widowers 5; old age 8; 
Impaired sight 8. 
Five deaths have occurred in these 
homes requiring our services, as well 
as in life; secured medical services for 
30: nurses for 8; paid for help in two 
cases.

Foreign observers no doubt will be astounded at the spectacle 
of 531 electors aissembled in forty-eight states achieving such a 
prompt decision and with so little division.

bo quickly and by what process the minority reached the decision 
to give a complimentary vote to Mr. Cox and 
Mr- Roosevelt.

The e xtent of aid and service given 
by the Social Service League during 
the past year is shown in the report 
submitted by Mrs. Eber Reynolds, sec­ 
retary of the organization-. Through 
the increasing interest of the city 
^organization and individuals the work 
of the League has 
extended. 
The 
pqpr of the city have been given un­ 
limited benefits by the organization 
and additional help has been employed 
to take care of the growing service. 
The following is the report which 
wag read at the annual banquet and 
meeting held at the Chamber of Com­ 
merce by the workers of the League, 
Monday night: 
Report of the work done ny Social 
Service League in the Year 1920:
